BLACKLIST GEORGE 
CROSS AND DEMAND 
MORE PROTECTION 


HE Referees’ Association hit back dramatically this week 
following one of soccer’s worst scenes last Saturday when 
referee Emil Hecht was attacked by a mob of fanatics at 
Princes Park after the George Cross Division 2 clash with 


new leaders, South Melbourne. 


On a motion by the execu- 
tive, the Referees’ Association 
unanimously decided to 
“black list” the George Cross 
club. They will not send a 
referee to any game in which 
the Maltese side .take part 
“antil such time we know 
what action the League Coun- 
cil intend to take regarding 


this incident,” “Soccer News” 
was told. 
Their ‘spokesman, executive 


member Bll Curran, told us: 

“We don’t like taking this step or 
rebelling against the Council, but 
we feel this latest incident has 
brought matters to a head. We 
have got to protect our members. 

“Tet this be a warning to all 
clubs. Tf there are any similar 
occurrences we will have no hesi- 
tation in” banning our referees 
from those clubs too. no matter 
who the teams might b-. 

“And let the League Council 


take note. We demand action for 
this latest outrage. They have got 
to back us up to the hilt — if the 
council ‘and the referees are. to 
have any control over the game in 
future, 

“We also want club officials to 
know that it is their duty to en- 
sure that referees are not molest- 
ed. Players, too, by getting on 
with the game and not appealing 
against every decision that goes 
against them, can help to clean up 
the game. Their continual bicker- 
ing at the referee’s decisions in- 
censes the crowd. 

“Above all, we want every- 
body to now we really mean 
business. We're not going 
to be the butt of irate fans 
any longer. We're fed up 
with being knocked about, 
and we want action.” ;

A CALL FOR ACTION! 


AGAIN “Soccer News” calls upon those responsible to take 
positive steps for the protection of referees and in defence 
of the soccer code in Victoria. 
__ Prompt action, long overdue, must be taken NOW! It 
should be so forceful and clear-cut that it will amount to a 
declaration of war against larrikinism. Anything less could 
prove to be an invitation to public authorities outside our 
sport to place restrictions upon the game. 

First and foremost, arrangements for the physical pro- 
tection of referees must be provided for. Again we suggest 
that it should become compulsory standard practice AT 
EVERY MATCH for players of both clubs to form up at full 
time and escort the three officials to the dressing rooms, and 
at least four committee-men from each club should be made 
responsible for policing this regulation. 

COWARDLY LARRIKINS WOULD THINK TWICE BE- 
FORE ATTEMPTING TO CHALLENGE ORGANISED 
PROTECTION OF THIS KIND. 

Where this measure fails, the club whose irresponsible 
supporters are proved to have caused trouble should be fined 
heavily, or, if previous occurrences or existing circumstances 
warrant it, it should be disqualified from the Association. 

Harsh? Of course! 

Surely the authorities must be satisfied by now that only 
by harsh measures, and the implementation of the severest 
penalties, will the larrikin element be rid of our game. 

Soccer is sufficiently strong now to be able to do without 
clubs whose players or supporters are sportsmen only when 
their team is winning — and cowardly, pack-hunting referee- 
bashers when they meet a better side!

Some 
of the players, and especially the 
George Cross skipper, went to the 
referee’s assistance. 

Mr. Sam Horrobin, chairman of

Junior game 


abandoned 
“GOCCER News” Junior Associ- 


ation correspondent, Barry 
Matthews, sent us the following 
account:— 

Scenes of mob-violence and 


stupidity were seen at Middle Park 
Jast Sunday, when players and 
spectators alike lost their heads in 


one of junior soccer’s worst inci- 
dents. 2 

Juventus Under 20’s were play- 
ing a team of State Squad players 
in a “friendly game,” to facilitate 
selection of the State team. 

The trouble started when, under 
the advantage rule, the referee 
— not an Association official — 
allowed play to go on after a foul. 
Some Juventus players, after heat- 
edly arguing with the referee, 
started to walk off the field, re- 
fusing to finish the game. 

Players, spectators and officials 
milled around the centre of the 
ground; but, thanks to the Juven- 
tus manager and some Juventus 
players, order was restored and 
the game continued. 

However, late in the second half, 
a Juventus player was felled 
heavily. Immediately chaos broke 
out as players fought, and fool- 
-hardy spectators who lost control 
of themselves added to the generai 
melee. 

Any thoughts of further play 
were abandoned. The “inspiring” 
spectacle of players being forcibly 
removed from the field by the few 
level-headed players must have 
made one certain Junior official 


proud of Victorian soccer — the 
same official who had told the 
referee, “Leaye them go — it’s 


only a junior game.” 

Would it be fruitless to appeal 
to the Association to rise from its 
lethargy, assert itself and take 
some much-needed strong action? 

Finally, top marks to some of 
the State team and the few Juv- 
entus players who kept their heads 
and endeavoured to restore order.

UNOFFICIAL-- 


‘THERE has always been 

a sharp division of 
opinion throughout foot- 
ball whether a referee is 
justified in making a player 
bring back the ball when he 
has kicked it away in a 
moment of temper. Some 
of the most famous re- 
ferees the game has known 
have resorted to this means 
of teaching a player a salu- 
tary lesson. 


Officially referees have never 
been told that by taking this 
action they are overstepping 
their powers. But one of the 
world’s leading referees, Eng- 
lishman Arthur Ellis, a_ strict 
disciplinarian, has stated that 


in his opinion referees do NOT 
have the power, 

It is conceivable that because 
Mr. Ellis has said this many 
younger referees will accept his 
view without the slightest hesi- 
tation, whereas it is open to 
question whether Mr. Ellis is 
absolutely correct.

expressly covered in the rules. 

But there is nothing in the 
rules to cover the action of a 
referee when a player does kick 
the ball away. Such childish 
acts come under the “ungentle- 
manly conduct” category and 
are liable to the administration 
of a caution. 

And if a referee considers 
that by ordering a player to 
bring back the ball he is en- 
forcing the discipline that 
should be expected on the field, 
he is perfectly justified. 


Not in Rules. 


Referees who are slaves to 
the laws of the game will never 
make the grade, Time and 
again they come up against 
contingencies not provided for 
in the rules. Then they must 
use their own judgment and 
use it quickly. 

Personally, I don’t think it 
should-ever be necessary for a 
referee to call 22 players to- 
gether during a match in ordet 
to lay down the law and 
threaten them. Yet this is not 
uncommon when a game starts 
to develop into a free-for-all. 

To me, these instances show 
that the referee has been too 
lax in the first place. He should 
not have allowed the game to 
get to such a stage. Bear in 
mind, too, that by lecturing all 
22 players he is admonishing 
innocent players as well as the 
few guilty ones. 

The handling of a rough 
game, however, is vastly differ- 
ent from the course to take 
when a player shows such con- 
tempt for the referee’s decision 
that he kicks the ball away. 
Doesn’t such a player deserve 
to be taught a lesson? I cer- 
tainly would not let him get 
away with it.

Sir,—I read with interest Don 
Sutherland’s remarks in the “Soc- 
cer News” about Melbourne Foot- 
ball Club and their large bag of 
goals in the last two games 
against stiff opposition.
